Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The amendment is not in condition for entry.(see 
above) The amendment proposed would obviate the objection to claim 19 and the rejections concerning "derivative" language and 
aromatic and polyaromatic rings Q and Q\ The issue of cl;aim 19 reciting - - of formula (I) - - relates the limitations of R2, n and m back to 
the formula, rather than to an unricted formula. This is the issue the examiner is raising. The examiner notes that the cyanine dye in 
formula (I) has a +1 charge and the TCNQ has a -1 charge. Supporting the examiner's position on electrical neutrality. The examiner 
notes that the morishima et al. reference describes the cyanine dye as the cation and the TCNQ as the anion and therefore they are a 
single salt, not merely the argued mixture.
